Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  concerning 
the  health,  mortality,  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1905. 


During  the  year  674  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Borough,  giving 
a  rate  of  15.31,  as  against  71 1  deaths  with  a  rate  of  16.55  f°r  the 
preceding  year. 

In,  addition  to  the  above,  48  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
Borough  occurred  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  district,  viz.  — 
At  the  Manchester  Infirmary,  3;  Wigan  Infirmary,  5;  The  Sanatorium, 
Astley,  8;  and  the  Union  Workhouse,  32. 

These  deaths  are  included  in  Tables  I.  and  IV.  accompanying 
this  report,  giving  a  total  of  722  deaths  and  a  corrected  rate  of  16.4, 
as  against  761  deaths  and  a.  corrected  rate  of  17.69  for  the  preceding 
year. 

The  death  rate  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  was 
equal  to<  3.1  per  1000,  as  against  2.9  for  the  preceding  year. 

Twenty-one  deaths  were  of  children  prematurely  born. 

Eight  deaths  were  uncertified. 

Forty-three  inquests  were  held,  certifying  16  deaths  to  natural 
causes,  7  to  drowning,  17  to>  injuries,  accidental  poisoning  1,  and 
suicide  2. 

The  number  of  births  registered  was  1322  (boys  682,  girls  640), 
the  rate  being  equal  to  30.03  per  1000.  This  rate  is  the  lowest  on 
record  for  the  Borough,  and  in  common  with  the  whole  country  the 


birth  rate  is  gradually  declining,  JThe  excess  of  births  over  deaths  being 
600.  For  the  previous  year,  1427  births  were  registered  with  a  rate 
of  33.18  per  1000. 

The  average  birth  rate  for  the  10  years,  1895-1904  being  35.31 
per  1000. 

Of  the  1322  children  born,  241  died,  the  infant  mortality  being 
at  the  rate  of  182  per  1000  births.  For  the  previous  year,  the  rate 
was  192,  and  the  average  for  the  10  years  being  188. 

During  the  year  36  illegitimate  births  were  registered,  and  of 
these  14  died,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  388  per  1000  births. 

During  the  year  the  birth  returns  have  been  furnished  in  greater 
detail  by  the  Registrars,  and  for  the  first  time  we  are  able  to'  allocate 
each  birth  to  its  respective  Ward.

The  excessive  infantile  mortality — see  Table  V. — is  due  to  the 
following-  diseases: — Measles  io,  Diarrhoea  57,  Premature  Birth  21, 
Congenital  Defects  12,  Debility,  chiefly  Congenital,  46,  Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia  40. 

The  highest  rate,  254.65,  occurred  in  St.  Peter’s  Ward,  and  the 
lowest,  149.65,  in  St.  Thomas’s  Ward. 

I  have  dealt  with  some  of  the  causes  of  excessive  infantile  mor¬ 
tality  in  my  report  on  Diarrhoea,  for  the  quarter  ended  September  30th. 

The  following  table  gives  the  population,  number  of  deaths  and 
births,  and  rate  per  1000,  including  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  Borough  who<  have  died  outside  the  District,  in  the  respective

The  Borough  has  been  entirely  free  from  this  disease  during  the 
year. 


MEASLES 

Was  the  cause  of  29  deaths.  Ten  of  these  were  in  the  age  period 
under  1  year;  18  between  1  and  5;  and  one  between  5  and  15. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  this  disease,  your  Committee  authorized 
me  to  close  Plank  Lane  British,  Roman  Catholic,  and  St.  Peter’s 
Schools  on  May  2nd  for  a  period  of  three  weeks. 
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In  order  to  avoid  School  closure,  and  to<  reduce  the  School  atten¬ 
dances  as  little  as  possible,  the  following  method  has  since  been  adopted 
with  apparent  success  : — Children  from  infected  houses,  who  have 
previously  had  measles,  have  been  allowed  to  attend  School;  and 
those  children  who  have  not  had  measles,  and  cases  of  a  doubtful 
nature,  have  been  kept  at  home. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

During  the  year  418  cases  were  notified,  as  against  693  for  the 
previous  year. 

214  cases  were  removed  tO'  the  Sanatorium,  with  2  deaths;  and 

OsC 

the  remaining  204  treated ^home,  with  7  deaths.  Seven  cases  were 
notified  as  “  return  cases  ”  from  the  Sanatorium.  The  death  rate 
was  equal  to  0.24  per  1000,  and  the  case  mortality  2.6  per  cent. 

For  the  previous  year  the  death  rate  was  equal  to  0.65,  and  the 
case  mortality  to  4.04  per  cent. 

The  cases  were  fewer  in  number  than  for  the  preceding  year,  and 
the  death  rate  from  this  cause  is  also  less. 

The  disease  continues  to1  be  of  a  mild  type,  and  owing  to  this, 
many  of  the  cases  pass  unrecognised  until  the  patient  is  found  to 
be  peeling. 

For  details  as  to  age,  cases  notified,  and  number  removed  from 
each  Ward,  see  Table  III. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

Gave  rise  to  25  cases  being  notified  (Diphtheria  22  and  Membranous 
Croup  3),  with  9  deaths,  as  against  16  cases  notified  and  4  deaths 
for  the  previous  year.  Two  of  the  cases  notified  and  2  deaths  were 
primarily  due  to  Measles. 

Two  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  with  one  death. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

Was  the  cause  of  8  deaths,  all  being  of  children  under  five  years 
of  age.  During  the  previous  year  13  deaths  were  due  to  this  cause. 
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TYPHOID  FEVER. 


During'  the  year  37  cases  were  notified,  being-  at  the  rate  of 
0.83  per  1000.  Of  these  11  died,  giving  a  rate  of  0.24  per  1000  and 
a  case  mortality  of  29.7  per  cent. 

For  the  previous  year  35  cases  were  notified,  with  a  rate  0.81 
per  1000,  and  12  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  0.27  per  ioco  and  a  case 
mortality  of  34.2  per  cent. 

Twenty-three  cases  were  treated  at  home  with  6  deaths,  and  14 
at  the  Sanatorium  with  5  deaths.

Of  the  37  cases,  8  were  in  the  age  period  5  to*  15  years;  9  that 
of  15  to  25;  18  between  25  and  65;  and  two*  over  65. 

Ten  houses  had  Water  Closets,  7  Waste  W.C.,  and  20  the  ordinary 
Privy  Midden. 

The  following  insanitary  conditions  were  noted  : — Filthy  Houses, 
4;  Filthy  yard,  1;  Unpaved  Yard,  1;  Defective  Pavement,  2;  Faulty 
Construction  of  Lavatory,  Untrapped  Waste  Pipes,  1;  Defective  Gully, 
1;  Untrapped  Waste  Pipe  to  Bath,  1;  Occupiers  continually  blocking 
Water  Closet,  1. 

During  the  year  30^  Privies  have  been  converted  into  Water  Closets. 

Also,  159  “  Wheelouts  ”  have  been  reported  upon,  and  these 
urgently  require  conversion. 
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Many  of  the  conversions  during-  the  past  few  years  have  not  been 
satisfactory,  owing  to  faulty  construction,  etc. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  appointment  of  a  practical  Building 
Inspector  to  supervise  these  alterations,  as  well  as  the  erection  of 
new  buildings,  is  highly  necessary. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS— 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy — caused  146  deaths  :  Bron¬ 
chitis  104,  Pneumonia  41,  and  Pleurisy  t.  The  respiratory  death  rate 
being  equal  to  3.3,  as  against  140  deaths  and  a  rate  of  3.2  per  1000 
for  the  preceding  year.

PHTHISIS  OR  CONSUMPTION 

Was  the  cause  of  40  deaths,  with  a  rate  of  0.92  per  1000,  as 
against  31  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0.72  for  the  preceding  year. 

There  were  26  deaths  from  other  Tubercular  diseases,  equal  to 
a  rate  of  0.59,  as  against  44  deaths  and  a  rate  of  1.02  for  the  previous 
year. 

The  total  deaths  from  Tubercular  diseases  being  66,  as  against 
75  for  the  previous  year. 

Voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis  is  still  in  force,  3  cases  being 
notified,  as  against  10  for  the  previous  year. 

The  deaths  from  Phthisis  occurred  in  the  following-  Wards  :  —

Leaflets,  containing  instructions  for  the  prevention  of  and  the 
necessary  precautions  to  be  taken,  etc.,  have  been  distributed  through¬ 
out  the  year  by  the  Lady  Health  Visitor. 

DIARRHOEA 

Was  the  cause  of  69  deaths,  the  rate  being  equal  to  1.5  as 
against  59  deaths  and  a  rate  of  1.3  per  1000  for  the  preceding  year. 
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The  deaths  occurred  at  the  following  age  periods  : — Under  i  year, 
57;  between  i  and  5  years,  8;  between  25  and  65,  2;  and  over  65 
years,  2. 

The  following  report,  with  special  reference  to  the  excessive  pre¬ 
valence  of  Diarrhoea  and  the  fatality  therefrom,  was  submitted  to  your 
Committee  in  November  :  — 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  specially  to  report,  and  to  draw  your  attention, 
to  the  excessive  prevalence  of  Diarrhoea  and  the  fatality  therefrom 
during  the  quarter  ending  September  30th. 

During  the  three  months,  68  deaths  occurred  in  the  Borough, 
and  were  registered  as  due  to  this  cause 

The  disease  became  prevalent  in  June,  and  was  the  cause  of 
one  death. 

In  July,  8  deaths  occurred,  3  being  of  infants  under  the  age 
of  six  months,  2  being  between  six  and  twelve  months,  and  2 
between  twelve  and  eighteen  months.  One  adulr.  aged  63  years. 

In  August,  there  were  38  deaths,  18  of  these  being  infants 
under  six  months,  14  between  six  and  twelve  months,  2  between 
twelve  and  eighteen  months,  and  2  between  eighteen  months  and 
two  years.  Two>  adults,  aged  37  and  81  years. 

In  September  there  were  22  deaths,  7  under  six  months,  11 
between  six  and  twelve  months,  and  3  between  twelve  and  eighteen 
months.  One  adult  aged  83  years. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  of  the  68  deaths  64  were  of 
children  under  the  age  of  two-  years,  and  these  deaths  occurred 
at  the  following  age  periods —

shewing  that  55  of  the  64  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  the 
age  of  twelve  months. 


There  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause  between  the  ages  of 

2  and  37  years. 

The  chief  causes  of  the  excessive  prevalence  and  fatality  from 

Diarrhoea  in  children  are  : — 

i.  Improper  feeding. * — In  place  of  receiving  its  natural  food — breast 
milk — the  child,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  is  hand-fed. 
It  is  a  well  known  fact,  and  has  been  frequently  demonstrated, 
that  Diarrhoeal  diseases  are  especially  fatal  amongst  hand-fed 
children.  Failing  the  natural  food — breast  milk — the. next  best 
is  pure  cow’s  milk,  properly  diluted  and  sweetened.  In  this 
district,  children  are  to  a  great  extent  fed  on  condensed  milk 
and  the  various  artificial  foods  now  soi  extensively  advertised. 
In  1900,  I  reported  to-  your  Committee  on  the  excessive  pre¬ 
valence:  of  Diarrhoea  during  the  third  quarter,  when  80  deaths 
occurred  of  children  under  the  age  of  ten  months.  As  this  is, 
or  ought  to-  be,  the  period  of  an  infant’s  life  when  it  is  breast¬ 
fed,  I  made  this  age  the  limit  as  a  basis  for  investigation  of 
the  80  deaths;  70  were  investigated,  and  it  was  found  that  64 
of  these,  or  91.4  per  cent.,  had  been  hand-fed,  and  only  6  or 
8.5  per  cent,  fed  with  mother’s  milk.  In  other  words,  the 
mortality  was  found  to  be  about  eleven  times  greater  in  bottle- 
fed  infants  than  in  those  fed  at  the  breast.  Not  only  Diarrhoea, 
but  a  large;  proportion  of  the  deaths  from  such  ill-defined  causes 
as  convulsions,  debility,  etc.,  are  due  to  improper  feeding. 
Since  1900  we  have  issued  to  parents,  on  the  registration  of 
each  birth,  a  leaflet  containing  instructions  as  to  the  diet  and 
general  management,  etc.,  of  infants.  Judging  from  the 
excellent  results  we  get  of  the  work  done  by  our  Tady  Health 
Visitor,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  appointment  of  a  specially 
trained  Female  Inspector  would  be  beneficial.  The  duty  of 
such  an  Inspector  would  be  to-  keep  in  touch  with  the  mothers, 
and  to  bring  to-  their  notice  in  a  practical  manner,  the  proper 
methods  of  feeding  and  management  of  children.  I  think 
this  course  would  give  the  best  results,  and  would  tend  largely 
to  diminish  the;  infantile  mortality  from  Diarrnoea  and  other 
causes. 

2.  Climatic  Conditions.- — The  prevailing  high  temperature  during 
July  was  also  a  favourable  factor  for  the  propagation  of  this 
disease.  During  the  cool  summer  of  1902,  there  were  only 
21  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  in  the  Borough  of  children  under  the 
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age  of  twelve  months.  Dr.  Sergeant  in  his  annual  report  for 
1904,  makes  the  folloiwng  observation  : — “Climatic  conditions 
productive  of  Diarrhoea  have  most  effect  in  localities  where 
personal  and  public  cleanliness  receives  least  attention,  and  tne 
injurious  consequences  are  mostly  felt  among  the  sensitive 
young;  for  instance,  76.9  of  the  total  Diarrhoea  deaths  which 
occurred  during  the  year  under  report,  were  under  the  age 
of  one  year;  17. 1  per  cent.,  one  year  old  and  under  five  years, 
and  5.8  per  cent,  five  years  old  and  upwards.” 

The  importance  of  Cleanliness,  not  only  of  the  dwelling,  but 
of  the  infants’  clothing,  bedding,  and  feeding  bottles,  etc.,  is  often 
entirely  overlooked. 

Any  accumulation  ol  filth,  privy  middens,  soil  pollution, 
unpaved  yards,  etc.,  are  also-  favourable  factors  for  the  spread 
of  this  disease. 

In  a  previous  report  I  have  stated  that  “Milk  is  liable  to 
contamination  at  any  time,  from;  the  moment  it  leaves  the  cow’s 
udder  tO'  its  final  distribution.  Its  storage  in  uncovered  vessels 
and  the  swarms  of  flies  at  this  season  of  the  year,  are  a  fruitful 
source  of  contamination.  As  milk  is  the  diet  for  infants  under 
the  age  of  twelve  months,  and  the  chief  food  during  their  second 
year  of  life,  it  should  be  given  to  them  in  as  pure  a  state  as 
possible.  ”

Caused  17  deaths,  with  a  rate  equal  to  0.38,  as  against  29  deaths 
and  a  rate  of  0.67  per  1000  for  the  previous  year. 
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ERYSIPELAS 


Was  the  cause  of  2  deaths,  37  cases  being-  notified. 

Other  causes  of  death  were : —  Alcoholism  and  Cirrhosis  of  Liver  5, 
Diseases  and  Accidents  of  Parturition  6,  Heart  Diseases  33,  Accidents 
25,  and  Suicides  2. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  removal  of  nightsoil  is  still  carried  on  by  contract,  and  the 
refuse  disposed  of  to  Farmers  or  tipped  on  the  Sewage  Farm. 

Much  of  this  refuse  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  future  by  the  new 
Destructor,  the  erection  of  which  is  now  nearing  completion,  and  it 
is  expected  that  it  will  be  in  active  operation  during  the  mo^nth  of  May. 

The  new  Disinfecting  Apparatus  will  also  be  ready  for  use  in 
the  course  of  a  few  months. 

A  temporary  Mortuary  has  been  provided  at  the  Gasworks,  in  the 
building  formerly  used  for  storing  the  disinfecting  van,  and  has  been 
in  use  since  September. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  common  Lodging  Houses  on  the  register.  They 
are  frequently  inspected,  and  are  carried  on  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS 

Were  periodically  inspected,  and  in  several  instances  notices  have 
been  served  to  remedy  insanitary  conditions.  A  great  proportion  are 
deficient  in  cubic  space,  and  many  are  suffering  from  want  of  light. 

THE  WATER  SUPPLY 

Is  very  satisfactory,  both  as  to  cpiality  and  quantity.  Samples 
have  been  aanlysed  by  Dr.  Campbell  Brown  and  a  bacteriological 
examination  made  by  Prof.  Delepine,  and  in  each  case  the  report 
was  satisfactory. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

There  are  102  workshops  on  the  register,  and  336  inspections 
have  been  made  during  the  year.  The  following  defects  were  noted 
and  dealt  with  Want  of  Cleanliness,  12;  Want  of  Ventilation,  2; 
Want  of  Light,  1;  and  Sanitary  Accommodation  Insufficient,  1.

REMOVAL  OF  BUTCHERS’  OFFAL. 

During  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1905,  250  tanks  of  offal 
have  been  removed  from  the  Slaughter-houses  and  Fishshops  within 
the  Borough  at  a  total  cost  of  ^50  17s.  2d.— ^37  18s.  6d.  for  horse  hire 
and  ^12  18s.  8d,  for  labour. 

1463  tubs  of  offal  have  been  removed  at  a  charge  of  6d.  per  tub  ; 
and  250  tanks  of  offal  have  been  sold  at  6d.  per  tank  for  Agricultural 
purposes,  making  the  total  receipts  ^42  16s.  6d,,  which  shows  a  loss 
of  ^7  15s.  2d.  for  the  year. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACTS,  1877  and  1884. 

During  the  year,  152  Canal  Boats  were  inspected,  and  with  few 
exceptions  were  found  to  be  clean,  well  kept,  and  in  good  repair. 

The  Boats  inspected  were  registered  to  receive  473  persons,  420  in 
the  After-cabins,  and  53  in  the  Fore-cabins 
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The  number  of  persons  found  on  the  Boats  at  times  of  inspection, 
allowing-  two  children  as  one  adult,  was  252,  viz.  :  181  males,  51  females 
and  40  children.  Twenty-one  of  the  children  were  under  five  years  of 
age,  seven  were  over  five  and  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  twelve  were 
over  ten  years  of  ag'e. 

The  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  were  as  follows,  viz.  : 

Eleven  Boats  required  cleansing  and  painting. 

Three  Boats  required  repairs  to  cabins. 

Three  Boats  made  water  in  cabins. 

Four  Boats  the  certificate  could  not  be  produced  when 
demanded 

Two  Boats  the  pump  was  out  of  order. 

Two  Boats  the  water  cask  was  defective. 

One  boat  the  bulkhead  was  in  a  bad  state  of  repair. 

Verbal  notice  was  given  of  18  cases  of  infringements,  and  in  7 
cases  written  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  the  boats.  In  each 
case  the  requirements  ot  the  notices  have  been  carried  out. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  on  the  Boats. 

I  have  no  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  to  report  with 
respect  to  Registration,  Notification  of  Change  of  Master,  Marking, 
Separation  of  Sexes,  Ventilation,  Removal  of  Bilge  Water,  Notification 
of  Infectious  Diseases,  or  Admittance  of  Inspector, 

Three  Boats  have  been  registered  during  the  year,  and  in  no  case 
has  fresh  registration  been  rendered  necessary  by  structural  alterations 
in  Boats  previously  registered. 

The  Number  of  Boats  on  the  register  is  325. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1875  to  1899. 

D  uring  the  year  I  have  taken  52  samples  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act.  of  which  38  samples  were  of  Milk,  8  samples  of  Butter, 
and  6  samples  of  Coffee. 
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The  samples  were  submitted  to  Professor  Campbell  Brown,  the 

County  Analyst,  who  certified  that  the  whole  of  the  samples  of  Butter 
and  Coffee  were  genuine,  and  that  three  of  the  Milk  samples  were  not 

genuine,  being  deficient  in  cream. 

Summonses  were  issued  against  the  owners  of  the  three  samples, 
and  in  one  case  a  fine  of  20s.  and  costs  was  imposed  by  the  Borough 
Justices,  the  other  two  cases  being  withdrawn.
